New Delhi, the 11 th February 1970 

National Awards for Family Planning Films 

No. 1-19/69 -MEM, — -The following rules are notified for 
regulating the national awards far family planning films, 
1969 

1. These Rules shall be called ‘Rules for the National 
Awards for Family Planning Films’. 

2. The object of these, awards is to encourage the produc- 
tion, distribution and exhibition of suitable films for pro- 
pagating the norm of a small, happy family and motivating 
the people to adopt family planning. 

3. The following categories of awards will be available 
under these Rules : — 

(1) Best feature film on Family Planning for propagating the 
norm of a small family. 

(i) First Prize — Rs. 60,000 (Rupees sixty thousand 
only) to th* Producer. 

Rs. 15,000 (Rupees fifteen thousand only, to the 
Director. 

(ii) Second Prize — Rs. 20,000 (Rupees twenty thousand 
only) to the Producer. 

Rs, 5, tWO (Rupees five thousand) to the Director. 

(2) Best short film on Family Planning ( upto a duration of 
30 nits.) 

(i) First Prize-— Rs, 7,500.00 to the Producer. 

Rs. 2,500,00 to the Director, 

(ii) Second Prize—Rs. 4.000.00 to the Producer, 

Rs. 1,000.00 to the Director. 

(iii) Third Prize — Rs. 1,500.00 to the Producer. 

Rs. 500.00 to the Director. 

EXPLANATION : 

The terms 'Producer’ and ‘Director’ in these rules will be 
considered as referring to the ‘Producer’ and ‘Director’ a* the 
case may be, as given in the credit ‘Titles' of the film, duly 
certified by the Central Board of Films Censors. 

4. (i) In the case of ‘Feature films’ those Indian films 
which were certified for public exhibition by the Central 
Board of Film Censors and which were duly released In the 
Commercial Theatrical Circuit during the period 1-1-1965 to 
31-12-1969, will be eligible for entry. 

( ii ) In the case of short films on family planning *H the 
Indian short films certified for public exhibition by the Cen- 
tral Board of Films Censors during the period 1-1-1965 to 
31-12-1969 will be eligible for entry. 

5. (a) (i) The last date of receipt of entries in the case 
of feature films will be March, 3, 1970, 
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(,ii) Every application for entry shall be made on the form 
contained in the schedule to these rules. 

lb) (i) The last date for receipt of entries in the case of 
‘short films’ (upto a maximum duration of 30 minutes) will 
he March. 3, 1970. 

(ii) Every application for entry shall be made on the form 
contained in the Schedule to these rules. 

(c) No ' entry-fee ' is required for submitting entries for 
these awards. 


14. The Government of India will decide the final awards 
after considering the recommendations of the Selection Com- 
mittee. 

15. The Government of Tndia shall be entitled, to rctaim 
without payment, the print of the film entered for the awards 
and also which receives an award and shall be entitled to 
arrange for non commercial screening of the print. 

16. The awards shall be made at a function w'hich will be 
held at such place and on such date as Government may 
determine. 


(d:) Each entrant will submit at his cost, to the Commis- 
sioner, Family Planning, Government of India, or to any 
other authority as may be specified; 

(,i:) a print of the film as certified by the Central Board of 
Fjhwa Censors at the time and place indicated by the Com- 
missioner, Family Planning, Government of India, or the 
specified authority; 

(il) Fifteen copies of the synopsis, together with an 
Fiigiisf] or Hindi rendering thereof, and an equal number of 
copies of the songs, if any, together with their free transla- 
tion in English or Hindi, 

(ej The entrant of a feature film selected for previewing 
by the Commissioner, Family Planning, Government of India, 
wfft submit, at his cost, the required number of copies of the 
detailed dialogue, 6 stills, script in English and Hindi as well 
as publicity material relating thereto, in addition to the print. 

(f) The decision of the Secretary to the Government of 
India. Department of Health and Family Planning, whether a 
tint is eligible to be entered for the awards, will be final. 

(g) In case a film is made in more than one language 
version, only one of the versions of the film will be eligible 
for an award. 

(h) The last date for entry may be relaxed at the discre- 
tion of the Secretary to the Government of India, Department 
of Health & Family Planning, in exceptional cases. 

6. All transport costs on, the consignment of the films and 
publicity material etc., will be borne by the entrant. 

7. The films entered for the awards shall be viewed by the 
Selection Committee to be appointed by the Ministry of 
Health, Family Planning, Works, Housing and Urban Deve- 
lopment. 

8. (i) The Selection Committee for the films will consist 
of : — 

(a) a Chairman,, nominated by the Government, 

(b) not more than 6 persons distinguished in the field 
of film appreciation or art nominated by the Govern- 
ment of India (every effort will be made to see that 
all the languages, in which films have been entered, 
are represented in the Selection o( these persons). 

(c) Persons, not exceeding three, qualified to judge the 
technical standard, presentation direction and treat- 
ment values of films, nominated by the Government. 

(d) three representatives of the Government of India. 

8. (ii) The quorum of the Selection Committee shall not 
less, than half the number of members nominated, 

9. (i) Notwithstanding any thing contained in Rule 8 
Government o( India may also nominate such number of 
additional members cm the Selection Committee, as may in 
its opinion, be knowing each language in which films are to 
be judged and having specialised background. 

(ii) The nom nuted members will have all the rights of an 
ordinary member. 

10. The members of the Selection Committee will be 
honorary, but members may be allowed such travelling, con- 
veyance and other allowances, as may be sanctioned by the 
Government from time to time. 

tfl , The Selection Committee may determine its own pro- 
cedure for the examination of films, 

12. The Selection Committee shall examine films at such 
plane and time as may be considered feasible. 

1.8. Nothing contained herein shall be construed as restrict- 
ing the discretion of the Selection Committee from making a 
recommendation that none of the films in any category is of 
a standard adequate for any of the awards. 


17. (i) Convassino in any form in respect of an entry will 
render that entry liable to be disqualified. 

(ii) Any memher of the Selection Committee found con- 
vassing for a particular film is liable to be disqualified for 
continued membership of the Committee, 

18. The decision of the Government o( India, in respect 
of the awards and of interpretation of these rules shall be 
final and no appeal shall lie against them. 

19. ‘Every entrant/participant shall at the time of submit- 
ting his entry, give in writing that he will abide by the rules.'
